HAOOFFICERSHANG NEW ONE 


While Municipal Authorities 
Turned 


Out in Full Regalia to Take Part 


in Ceremony. 


Washington, April 13—In a series of 


diplomatic 
exchanges 
appearing 
In 


the volume on foreign relations soon 
to be issued by the state department Is 
an interesting story of the insult of- 
fered the shield hanging over the en- 
trance to the American consulate at 
Hamburg, Germany, last June, Com- 
mercial Agent Bardell says that soon 
as he notified the first mayor, that of- 
ficial expressed deep regret and took 
steps looking to the apprehension of 
the culprit. On the following day the 
second mayor called in a state car- 
riage and in full dress and personally 
expressed deep regret-at 
the occur- 


rence. 
Subsequently the 
municipal 


authorities offered a reward for 
the 
perpetrators. 
Expressions of 
regret 
also came from the German foreign of- 
fice. 
The new shield was 
admitted 
duty free, and when it was placed over 
the consulate at Hamburg City the 
authorities turned out in honor of the 
event. Bardell in reporting the clos- 
ing of the incident said: "The mayor 
and his assistant, five members of the 
magistrate, secretary of the magistrate 
and the secretary of the board of trade 
all In full dress, walked in solemn pro- 
cession from Rothus to 
the 
United 
States commercial agency, and when 
the procession reached a point within 
about 50 feet of the house a police 
officer in gala uniform, carried 
the 


new coat of arms up the ladder to its 
new resting place, and-everything hav- 
ing been properly prepared beforehand, 
had the shield In position so It could 
be and was saluted by every gentlemen 
In the cortege lifting his hat." Bardell 
says he then received the officials In 
the consular rooms, when the mayor 
again expressed profound regret and 
promised nothing would be left undone 
to bring to justice the miscreants.

LOWITZ 
HAS 
A 
SCHEME 


For European Co-operstion 
Against 


American Products Under High 
Protective Tariff Duties, 


IS AT 
ROME TO PRESENT IT. 


Rome, April 13—Count Von Schwer- 


en Lowitz, a. young member 
of 
the 
reichstag and president of the German 
agricultural council arrived here to- 
day. It has been stated he will pres- 
ent a proposition to the agricultural 
congress for a European agricolo-corn- 
mercial zdllverein to meet 
American 


competition. 
The count said to the 
Associated Press tonight: 
"My proposition does not 
exactly 
contemplate a European zollverein, but 
merely an understanding between Eu- 
opean countries to put themselves in 
a position to safeguard their agricul- 
ural interests through combined sys- 
em of a protective tariff. 
"My scheme is based on the differ- 


ences in natural conditions and pro- 
duction which will have to be leveled 
by protectionist duties. These differ- 
ences are considerably less between 
he European states, especially 
the 


Central states, than between the Euro- 
>ean states, and the oversea countries. 
The unequal competition of non-Eu- 
•opean products is growing daily ow- 
ng to the diminution in. expenses of 
transportation 
from 
non-European 


countries, especially 
America 
and 


British colonies. I understand 
the 
economic superiority of large Industri- 
al territories tends towards economic 
coalition, hence, a coalition of Euro- 
pean1 countries is absolutely necessary. 
Efforts in this direction have failed 
hitherto, 
because 
no government 


wishes to abandon its independence in 
this field in fa.vor of such union, and it 
s also difficult to agree on a common 
tariff. 
"Protection, Is 
needed In varying 


the proportions in different countries 
and a common tariff demands a com- 
mon administration, 
All this is dlf- 


1cult to establish. Besides, an econom- 
c coalition requires a certain 
polit- 


ical coalition which is far from likely. 
Hence, the idea of European customs 
union must be renounced, and instead 
t must be recommended that In con- 
cluding commercial 
treaties* 
among 


European states, a clause beHntrodue- 
ed whereby goods exported 'from one 
country to another shall enjoy special 
o wduttes which shall not be applied 
to the same goods coming from non- 
European countries. This would pre- 
pare the way to future formation of 
European customs union.".,

The 
strike was declared against the Chi- 
cago contractors because of an effort 
to cut the wages of men on out of 
town eontrats 25 per cent below the 
Chicago acale. 
It now threatens to 


spread all over, the "great lakes, involv- 
ing all big firms comprising the pro- 
tective association. 
The strike has al- 
ready tied up nearly $4,000,000 worth of 
work at many points on Lake Michigan. 
The members of the contractors asso- 
ciation had a conference here 
today, 
but no overtures were made to strik- 


Natives of Tutuila Expect America to

April 13—The natives at Tutuila have 
been much agitated lately over the 
claims of German Samoans to land irr 
Tutuila. 
One of the chiefs advocated 
assault and slaughter of all Upolu peo- 
ple who might come over to this island 
and claim land.. Several young men 
set out with the determination of car- 
rying out the decree 
of the 
chiefs. 


They were promptly arrested by order 
of the secretary of native affairs and 
a political embroglio between the Unit- 
ed States and Germany in Samoa was 
avoided. This land question was an- 
ticipated when the

uoisted and in the deed of cession of 
Tutuila to the United States, the na- 
tives stlDulated there shall be an In- 
vestigation into the land question by 
Lhe United States government and the 
nopes of the Tutuila Sa-moans are now 
In the United States to -redeem their 
lands for them after the adjudication 
of a court or commission of competent 
jurors has made a decision. The Ger- 
man government has appointed a- mix- 
eel commission of iQermans, British and 
Samoans, but so far the United ;States 
has done nothing.

"Every party in 
this country today," he said, "reckons 
Jefferson as Its patron

The senator 
declared that 


Jefferson had a steadfast and abiding 
faith In justice, righteousness and llb< 
erty, and "upon it, as a cornerstone, he 
laid the fou/idation of the republic."

Itecl Deeatur on a number of ocrislons 
and Is accepted as an authority on 
corn growing Ho for many yeais was 
one of the faculty of th» agricultural 
college of the University of Illinois but 
IB now a professor at the low* Agricul- 
tural college at Ames, la., having been 
tendered a handsome financial advance 
to associate himself with that college 


The accompanying Illustrations were 


printed with the article In the "Twen- 
tieth Century Farmer" 


Professor Holden discusses the sub- 


ject as follows 


Replying to 
the 
many inquiries 


which are being received at the college 
daily regarding seed corn, will say that 
In my opinion the following points are 
among the most Important to be con- 
sidered 
First—That it is very Important that 


we should depend on home grown seed 
for the main part of the crop and not 
upon Imported seed. 


Second—That we should select ears 


of corn for seed which have kernels of 
as nearly uniform sUc and shape as 
possible, otherwise It will be Impossible 
to secure an even stand with any plan- 
ter. 


Third—Do not fall to test the planter 


thoroughly with the seed you Intend to 
use and stay with It until it drops reg- 
ulaily the required number of kernels 
Jn each hill 
Fourth—Test the vitality of germin- 


ating power of all corn Intended for 
seed. This Is especially impoitant this 
year 


n.'lh—In case any seed corn Is pur- 


chased from seedsmen Insist on having 
It shipped to you In the ear, either in 
crates or In barrels. 


Sixth—All of this work—that is, the 


testing of tha 
vitality, 
the sorting, 


•helling and the testing of the planter, 
should be done now and the sooner the 
better 
If put olt until the hurry of 


Bpflngr work 1« upon us there is danger 
that It will not be none 


No farmer can afford to depend on 


imported seed corn for the main part 
of his crop 
Seed corn tmpoited from 
a distance and especially from a dif- 
ferent latitude seldom gives satisfac- 
tory results tna first two or thiee years 
even though the seed may be the very 
^>est, which often times Is not the caae 


It is well known that most of the 


Seed corn pu» on the market by seed- 
men is bought of faimers In crib lots, 
shelled, screened and Backed ready for 
sale, little or no attention being paid 
to the selection, In fact It Is generally 


-'-hftnd'j6'.-wlth tha scoop shovel and la 


known as the "scoop shovel method 
of selection" 


The chances are that the farmer has- 


In his own crib better corn than that 
which he purchases from seedsmen at 
four or five times the 
market price. 


And then he runs the additional lisk I 
that It wilt not mature in his locality 


If it were simply a mattei of losing 


the price of the bushel of imported seed 
corn it would not be serious, but when 
« e consider that a bushel of seed ought 
to produce 400 bushels of corn woith 
from $130 to $160, the serious nature of 
the question is very apparent 


If, for any reason rny own corn was 


not satisfactory for seed I would cer- 
tainly not send a\\ay for "seed corn, but 
purchase of someone 
In the vicinity 


whose corn had given good results dur- 
ing the past thiee or four years. 


Excellent Co-operative Plan. 


It will be an excellent plan, however | 


able ears. The seedsman cannot Im- 
ppqve the corn by selling it, so there 
Is no good excuse for him to refuse to 
chip it to you In the ear. 


In order to secure a good stand It is 


necessary., to exercise- great -care In 
selecting and sorting the seed. All ears 
with -very? large.or very small kernels 
should be thrown out no matter bow 
perfect jthey are in other respects. 5The 
same la, true of ears with ,verj th.lell or 
very thin kernels or with very snort 
or long, narrow grains and the Irregu- 
lar butt and tip kemels should be shell- 
ed off. In other words, no planter WlU 
give an even stand unless the kernels 
ere Of unifprin size and .sbape. w , 5 


Selecting and Sorting Seed Corn. 
I know of no one thing-what wouU 


do more to Incieasa the yield of c.orn 
on every form In, Iowa than the carfeful 


for two or more persons In a neighbor*, 
hood to secure a small amount of some 
of the standaid varieties of this and 
other states and give them a good trial. 
In this way it is probable that varieties 
will be found which, after they have 
become acclimated will prove of con- 
siderable value to the community. 


I would recommend the purchasing 


of the seed corn only in the ear. This 
enables the purchaser 
to see exactly 


what he is getting and if It Is, not 
satisfactory he can return it It also 
enables him to throw out any undeslr- 
selactlng and sorting of the seed coin 


both In the ear and after it Is shelled 
and then stay with it until the planter 
will drop the desired number ot kernels 
at least ninety-three to ninety'slx times 
out of 100 tests It may be necessary to 
have the plates of the planter drilled 
or get new ones, or take more care In 
sorting out the large, small and Irrsgu- 
lai keinels The main thing is to stay 
•with It until the work Is satisfactory. 
This is simply a matter of good busi- 
ness management and no one can af- 
ford to neglect It, for 
there Is so 


much of our success depending on PV- 
ery bushel of the seed corn we plant. 


It is a good plan to make a prelimin- 


ary test of the vitality of the seed be- 
fore the sorting is done to determine 
whether It is fit for seed purposes or 
not. Th(s can best be done by selecting 
from the pile—say fifty or 100 ears, and 
removing two or three kernel* from 
each ear and testing them. If the ger- 
mination test shows 
94 
per cent or 


above the seed will certain be In good 
condition. 
. It Is important that each ear of corn 
be shelled by itself so that It can be 
examined more closely before it goes 
In with the rest of the corn. If the 
kernels are shrunken at the tips too, 
pointed, discolored or the germ is too 
small, indicating low feeding value, 
the whole ear should be discarded, H, 
on the other hand, the ears of corn are 
all shelled togethei it will be Impossi- 
ble to select out all the weak kernels. 


After the corn 
has 
been sorted 


Shelled and thoroughly tested in the 
plantei it should be put in sacks (about 
a bushel In each) and hung up In a 
dr> place in the loft or where there Is 
thorough circulation of air, and where 
it will be free from mice, but do not 
hang It over a stable. 


Thorough Germination Test. 


About April: SO a thorough germina- 


tion Ust should be made There are 
many methods of doing this and any 
of them will be satisfactory. The im- 
portant thing is not to fail to make the 
test About 100 kernels should be taken 
from each sack by running the hand 
down into the corn so as to get a fair 
average sample. 


One of the simplest methods of test- 


ing see3 corn, and one which requires 
little attention Is to fold up twenty- 
five or fifty kernels of the corn to be 
tested in a piece of wet paper and put 
ta a box There Is nothing better than 
a cigar box for this purpose The pa- 
per should be thoroughly wet and sev- 
eral thicknesses used, so that it will not 
dry out. It will be well to place some 
moist pieces of paper in the bottom of 
the box and again on top of the sam- 
ples to hold the mots* are. 


In Older to make a thoiough test It 


will be well to prepare at least five 
or' six samples like the one described 
above and shown in Illustration. They 
should all be put in the same box and 
a string tied around it to hold the cover 
down to prevent the samples of corn 
from drying out. At the end of three 
days it will be well to examine the 
corn and if the papers are getting dry 
they can be moistened At the end of 
five days the final examination should 
be made. 


I know of no better way to sort and 


prepare the seed corn than to place 50 
or 100 ears QB some boards or tables 
with all the, tips pointing one way, 


Take out all those ears 
which 
show too 
great 
variation 
from 
the 
type 
in 
size, length, shape, 
roughness, color, size and shape of ker- 
nel, etc. Now gather the few remain- 
ing ears together and with a knife, re- 
move three or four kernels from each 
ear and place in front of each ear with 
the germ of chit side up Now go over 
these kernels caiefully, for here is 
where we have failed most in the past 
We have studied the ears, but paldjit- 
tle attention to the kernels. 


Eaffi to Discard. 


First, discard those ea^s which have 


kernels unusually broad, thick or long, 


alco those which are very narrow, thin 
or short. This is absolutely necessary 
before we can expect any planter to 
drop a. uniform number of kernels per 
hllL Discard all ears with kernels which 


descVibed above. But this te not aJL 
This corn is not ready lor the planter 
until It has been picked over by hand, 
removing the broken, rotten, discolored 
irregular and weak, chaffy grains. This 


cut shows good and bad forms of kernels. , The pairs of kernels 


1, 2, 11 and 12 «h.ow the best forms In the order named, while Nos. 4, 5, 6, 7 
and 8 show the poorest forms In the order named. Pair No. I are the best, 
since they are full and plum at the tips next to the 
cob 
and have large 


germs. Both of these points are Important, as they indicate strong vitality 
and rich feeding value. On the other hand pairs, 5, 6, and 7 are especially 
weak, with low feeding value and small per cent of corn to cob. 
It will also be observed that these kernels are far from uniform In size 


and shape (compare No. 4 with Nos 2 and 6) and hence no planter will 
drop an even number per hill. When we realize that all of these kernels 
were taken from ears which appeared to be good ears when examined from 
the standpoint of the ear alone, we can readily appreciate the Importance 
of paying more attention to the study of the kernels of corn in our seed 
ears. 
are shriveled, or are discolored, or have 
a small germ or are too pointed, indi- 
cating low vitality and poor feeding 
value The butts and tips should now 
be shelled oft and the ears shelled as 


seems like a great deal of expense, but 
no farmer can afford to Jo less than 
this 


When we remember that It Is pos- 


sible for a bushel of seed corn to re- 


TUe kernels on ear No, l tue too thin and those on ear No. 4 are too 


narrow, while those on eare No. 2 and three are too broad and thick. Ears 
of this kind should *11 be discarded for seed purposes, as no planter can 
be set to drop the kernels evenly.

In a couple of months the brain- 


trainer finds himself so saturated with 
flower-lore that he can 
feel 
with 


flowers, and understand their 
lives 


better than he can his own. His brain 
gradually becomes a flower-brain, and 
MI a part of the brain is shaped for 
business and qualities of shrewdness — 
(his part can never be filled with any- 
thing else, not even flowers — the com- 
bination makes a man who can not 
fail in the flower trade. 
He will pro- 


duce over a hundred per cent better 
and more numerous plants than when 
he set-to work ordinarily. 


One of the easiest brains to get, and 


which many people have in a small dev 
gree without knowing it, Is the horse- 
brain. 
To understand horses and the 


trade In them Is popularly supposed to 
take a lifetime, but it can be done in 
a year by the modern method. You 
have to live among horses, take un 
Immense care over details and learn to 
think horse. 
All mechanical matters, 


and especially the sea, must not be 
•tudled under any circumstances: but 
the smallest thing that touched a horse 
from shoe-nails to gadflies, yon must 
tackle one by one, and stow away in 
your brain.

only drawback to acquiring a perfect 
horse -brain, as prof. Wellcome says, 
Is the amount ot trickery It puts in 
the power of a dishonest dealer to*ttHe.

horses, and the "horse-brain" Is be- 
yond them.

This great truth, reiterated by the 


Youths' Companion, a periodical jpub- 
lished especially with the 
view of 


storing the minds of the young with 
healthful thoughts and laying in them 
the foundation for higher morals, for 
moralities sake, is -worthy of consid- 
eiatlon by all. 


We have at this time in this city 


a campaign of reform based upon the 
reveise of this truth. 
The leader in 


this campaign, Mr J S, Starr, has 
spent much of his time during the 
last two years m an effort to command 
the mayoi and the police and force 
them at his dlctatfon, to devote their 
time to police and purify the moials 
of the city. 
As the result of some 


fancied Insult offered him during the 
Elks' carnival In 1901 he began a war 
on the mayor and police, by appealing 
to ttfe sheriff and the grand juiies 
This war has been carried on by the 
employment of spies and a system of 
espionage over lawbreakers, and every 
Infraction of law 
discovered in this 


manner has been persistently charged 
up to the mayor and the police with 
the evident purpose of creating preju- 
dice against them. 
The next step was 


to form an alliance with the leaders 
of a political party 
opposed to the 


party to which the mayor belongs Jn 
order to defeat his re-election 
Those 


leadeis betrayed the ianl< and flie of 
thelt own paity to cany out their 
agreement with J. S Stan 
The rank 


and file of the party was for Alderman 
Fahay for mayoi, but thiough the 
manipulations of the leadeis, who had 
made their deal with Stair, Fahay was 
turned down by trlckeiy und the man 
favored by the element led by Mr 
Stair wa$ nominated and the reform 
campaign was fairly launched 
The 


nominee was 
required to announce 


himself as a reformer and he gave it 
to the public in two editions. 
Once 


he declared that If 'elected he would 
bi^ng»alSpi]rt a "reasonable enforcement 
oj tha laws and ordinances," 
Subse- 


quently he announced in the public 
pi ess over his signature that If elected 
he would, "to the best of his ability 
enfotce the laws and 
ordinances." 


These declarations were made to as- 
sure those who perhaps honestly be- 
lieve the city can be made better than 
J S Starr, after two years personal 
investigation, represented it to be, by 
policing it better, while, on the con- 
trary, great care Was taken that the 
declaration should lie modest enough 
not to drive away those voters who 
are opposed to the reform Starr is sup- 
posed to desire. 


Later on J. S. Starr himself was 


advertised to appear before the Men's 
Club of the First M. E. Church and 
everybody, except boys and 
women, 


was Invited to be present to hear him 
teir'somfetHing regarding our city which 
"It <Hrfis 
j important to know'' 
He ap- 


peared, according to 
announcement, 


and narrated what evils he had Seen 
during his two years of vigilance, all 
of which he chaiged up to the mayor 
and the police and Bought to impress 
upon his hearers the 
necessity for 


electing his candiOate for mayor. The 
reasons he assigned, dlrecny or im- 
plied, were that the way to have a bet- 
ter city was to have it better policed, 
thus taking ground the opposite of the 
old maxim proclaimed by the preacher 
to the students of Yale 


This is not to be taken as Implying 


that cities should not be policed for 
the protection of the public against 
law breakers, but as a denial of the 
correctness of the theoiy us^d by de- 
signing men who go before those mor- 
ally Inclined with the view of arousing 
their prejudices, by assuming that the 


law, and those whose duty it is to en- 
force it, have the power to make cities 
better. 
J S. Starr Is reported to have 


said, since he inaugurated what he 
chooses to call a reform movement, 
that he con defeat Ihe re-election of 
any man foi mayor. 
There was a 


time when, on our own soil, a designing 
person destitute of compassion, could 
by persistent efforts In the church, 
cause the execution of a woman for 
wltcKcraft. 
Every execution of that 


kind was the result of such work and 
was wrong, though done for Christ's 
sake. 
That kind of business cannot 


be done now. 
The civilization of the 


wqrld has got beyond that 
The time 


will come when conscientious people, 
will clearly understand that the masses 
are made better by moral teaching— 
"by precept and example"—and not by 
the power of law. Then mayors can- 
not be defeated by appealing to the 
prejudices of men through false Issues.

HOW LONG WILL IT LAST. 


Director Walcott of the U S geolo- 


gical survey fas been misquoted He 
was represented as saying ."'rat the 
anthracite coal supply would be ex- 
hausted In 60 years at the present 
rate of consumption When the mat- 
ter was called to Mr Walcott's at- 
tention he said, "I am misquoted. The 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsylvania 
aie the largest in the woild, and bar- 
ring a small production in Colorado 
and New Mexico, produce the total 
output of Ameiica It has been esti- 
mated that the oilginal contents of the 
Pennsylvania 
anthracite 
mines 


amounted to 19,507,872,325 tons. In the 
past eighty-three 
years 1,225,581,269 


tons have been mined The anthra- 
cite supply will last at least 200 years. 
The output for the year 1901 was 67,- 
367 915 tons. Taking this as the an- 
nual rate, the mines would be ex- 
hausted about the year 2203 or 300 
years from the present date The an- 
nual output, is however, constantly 
increasing, and taking this Important 
feature Into consldeiatlon, the mines 
will be exhausted at a much earliei 
date. In the ten years from 1890 to 


1900 the output has increased 22 3 per 
cent. At this late of Increase the last 
anthracite coal will be mined 300 years 
from now. The* supply of bituminous 
coal is almost limitless. The area of 
the American fields is estimated at 
279,643 square miles, as compared with 
484 square miles of anthracite coal. It 
must be said however, that the an- 
thracite coal averages much more to 
the square mile than does the bitum- 
inous." 


Bishop Spalding thinks that com- 


pulsory investigation of the trusts will 
do much toward settling the .disputes 
between capital and labor. He thinks 
that the. publication of the facts would 
give a basis for the foundation of a 
public opinion that surely would In 
time cause

The commission has asked the 


legislature to appropriate (200,000 to, 
be expended in erecting monuments 
to the Illinois soldiers and at least a 
part of that sum will be appropriated 
this year 


It was recommended to the governor 


that he appoint a commission of nine 
men to carry out the work suggested 
by the old commission 
A bill which 


provides for his 
appointment 
has 


been prepared and will 
likely 
be 


passed by the legislature 


In a lengthy report whrch was sub- 


mitted by the commission to the gov- 
ernor it ie stated that a, thorough ex- 
amination of the battle grounds was 
made and the positions of the different 
regiments during the siege were lo- 
cated and temporarily marked. 


The commission recommended that 


the old building known S3 the "White 
House" during the war and which is 
decaying be restored by the. national 
government, and this has been done. 


The commission has now a-sked the

THE BLIND CHAPLAIN DEAD 


Rev. William Henry Milburn Expired 


Friday at Santa Barbar, Cat., 


After Year's Illness. 


WIDELY 
KNOWN 
IN 
AMERICA. 


Washington, April 
10—The Rev. 


William Henty Milburn, the venerable 
blind chaplain of the United States 
senate, died at Santa Barbara, Cal., 
today. 
Milburn was broken In health 


and went to the Pacific coast a year 
ago. 
The change brought no great 


Improvement and when congress met 
in December he forwarded his resigna- 
tion, but It was never acted on. 
The 


deceased was a native of Philadel- 
phia, where he was born In 1823. 


When flve years of age a play fellow 


accidentally struck him In the left 
eye with a piece of glass. 
For two 


years he was confined to a dark room 
under medical treatment, and when he 
came out one of his eyes was entirely 
blind and but little sight was left in 
the other. 
He, however, pursued hll 


studies at "school and colleges for about 
twenty years, the sig-t growing dim- 
mer until gradually he became totally 
blind.

of Illinois. Each year, with ^.destruc- 
tion of each old account, olJ payroll, 
old price list, the difficulty increases 
and none of the usual forces seem to 
be active In this state to preserve the 
data, 


Economic and industrial conditions 


precede and shape political and social 
conditions. Pay rolls and price lists 
make history. The fur of the beaver 
was the inducement that drew the star 
of empire westward. The American Fur 
company founded 
Chicago and 
the 
reason that city soon outstripped Its 
older and more pleasantly situated slB- 
ter city, Milwaukee, is an economic 
reason, pure and simple. Theie was 
no lofty patriotism about It. No regis- 
try of old sellers' picnics nor family 
gossip of oldest families nor pictures 
of old settlers nor" essays ion ,'mound 
builders will throw any "light on the 
problem. That Chicago outstripped Mil* 
waukee, that Illinois ' almost immedi- 
ately outranked all 
other 
western 


States, was ta matter of dollars' and" 
cents. Back "of the olJ settler is tho 
question why he came to be an old 
settler. That question will be answered 
by his old ledgers, not by his pictures. 
Pay rolls and price lists made Illinois, 
I have no doubt that a sufficient num- 
ber of old diaries, old grocery accounts 
and old payrolls could still be found 
to make a fairly complete and con- 
nected history of this economic growth. 


I have made copies of the pay roll 


of the American Fur company, the en- 
terprise that flist made Aster wealthy 
and was apotheosized in Irvlng's "AS' 
toria." The pay roll is for the years 
of 1818-1819, and of course covers the 
entire field of the company's operations. 
It was Just beginning to reach down In- 
to Illinois, then a "dependency" of the 
Milwaukee branch of the company's 
business. 


Furriers' Early Wage*. 


A study of these pay rolls shows that 


higher wages were paid by the Ameri- 
can Fur company for like services In 
Illinois than were paid either in the 
Mackinac district or on the Mississip- 
pi below the Mackinac district or on the 
Mississippi below St. Louis. Boatmen, 
it is true, received no more in 1818. 
their wages being $500 for one man and 
$800 each for three others, which was 
about'the same as wages paid by the 
company elsewhere. In 1819, however, 
Illinois boatmen got $1000. Interpreters, 
men who could talk with the Indians, 
got $3,000 a, year in 1818 and 1819 In 
Illinois, whereas $1,200 and $2,000 was 
the usual rate. An interpreter who was 
getting $2,000 a year at Wabash, Ind., 
was transferred July 13, 1819, to Kln- 
klkie (Kankakee), III., at $3,000. A tail- 
or at Mackinac was paid $240 a year, 
while in Illinois one got $700. A car- 
penter who "was left at Chicago" was 
on the pay rolls at $1,200. A "trader" 
presumably a man well versed in the 
quality of furs got $3,000 In Illinois,, 
while below St. Louis $1,500 was the 
rate. Doubtless there was enough great 
profit in this new field to warrant the 
larger pay and certainly the larger pay 
would make the rush to Illinois. 
That trade with tile Indians was the 


trade that was flrst to establish the 
mart and port of Chicago is shown 
from the bills of. lading of the first 
boat the AmSrican Fur Company sent 
to this port. I copy a few of the items 
on an "invoice of merchandise for the 
trade of Milllwakl (Milwaukee) and Its 
dependencies', shipped 
per schooner

kinac to Chicago, to address of James 
Klnzle for account of him and Ameri- 
can Fur company, shipped Sept. 18, 
1821." Schooner Ann 
had on board 


among other things, "20,100 pieces of 
wampum, 11,800 pieces 
black; 8,300 


pieces white at $6.50 per 1,000 pieces; 
five dozen scalping knives at $.1.70 per 
dozen." The Ann had also 130 pairs of 
blankets of various qualities and prices. 


Cost of Supplies. 


If the American Fur company paid 


good wages it also charged well for 
supplies It was not < onsclously "build- 
ing for the future," it was billing furs 
to London. Duck shot brought 20 cents 
a pound, salt was $6 a barrel, flour $5. 
This difference between salt and flour 
was the economic cause o£ the early 
development of another Industry, that 
,of salt boiling. Wells were developed in 
the Illinois i-iver. The Michigan fields 
were developed and salt which trans- 
ported from New York and Plttsburg, 
could be sold In Milwaukee or Chicago 
at $8 a barrel, gradually dropped to 
$1.87 1-2 at the wells. Meantime coop- 
ers' wages rose to $1,200 a year. 
It is not, however In Chicago that 


the records of the state's earlier de- 
velopment are to be looked for. Cook 
county is not referred to in the census 
returns until 1840, and then the popu- 
lation was 10,201, as against 19,047 in 
Morgan county, 
14,716 in Sangamon 


county, 14,476 In Adams county and 
74,433 in Madison county. Six other 
counties In the State had a population 
exceeding that of Cook county. The 
economic trend of things which was (o 
give Cook county or Chicago, its great 
Impetus set in, however, between 1830 
and 1840. 


Figures From Galena. 


The lead fields of Galena were one 


of the early 
economic Inducements 


which caused a rush to the state nnJ 
acted secondarily as a stimulus to Chi 
cago. It was the stagnation of the lead 
trade primarily that caused the Chi- 
cago Journel In 1846 to threaten the 
government with western secession. 


In 1743 M. le GuIs says eighteen or 


twenty miners were operating In the 
Galena region. "A fast lot," he says; 
"every man working for himself al 
surface operations and only getting out 
enough to earn him a bare existence 
for the rest of the year." By 1788 this 
fast lot had got below the surface op- 
erations and the 
miners 
who were 


working for thmealves often took out 
"$30 a day for weeks together." It Is 
true wages of men hired to work were 
only $1 a day and board, but naturally 
few cared to hire. The lead miners 
bad things very much to themselves 
until 1825. July 1, 1825, there were 100 
miners In the field; December 31, 1825 
there were 151 March 31, 1825 there 
were 194; June 30, !H2t, there were 
408; Aug. 31, 1824; there were 46» 
Then the boom, or rush began. Specu- 
lation was rife and the usual wildcat
